Tehiya Party. No longer is it composed of a group of Yamit Setllers, 
able to elicit the sentiment, but not the active participation of a 
popular hinterland. 

According to the Movement's plans, thousands of Israelis, 
especially those linked to Gush Emunim, Tehiya and the Bnei Akiva 
yeshivot were due to pour into Yamit from this Sunday to Pessah, The 
purpose was plain: to prevent by their overwhelming presence any at- 
lempt by the army to employ force in evacuating the area. And thus 
the withdrawal would be effectively stopped. 

The Movement has never concealed this strategy. What it has con- 
ceated, behind fancy rhetoric, is whether it would choose to meet 
force with force. 

From the outset, the government confronted the challenge of the 
Stop Withdrawal enthusiasts with benign, and confused, neglect. 

When the first squatters moved illegally into evacuated homes in 
Yamit last summer, the government announced it would take legal 
action, but, of course, no action ensued, When, in September, 16 
famities moved into an evacuated settlement, Talmei Yosef, there 
was similar inaction.

Porat, Geula Cohen, and deputy minister Hatm-Beuckman took 
residence in the area, further whipping up enthusiasm. 

Al the same time, government monies from the ministries of 
Education, Interior and Religious Affairs continued to be channelled:

ficial withdrawal date, but also to sturt building yeshivot, ritual baths 
and other facilities of permanence. 

Little wonder that there were those in Yamit who believed the 
government was tacitly encouraging the anti-withdrawal sentiment... 
But when dg-nothingness meant, in, practice, abetting the flow of 
withdrawal resisters into the Yamit region, that tactic became self 
defeating. 

It has tuken the government some time to realize this. But ap- 
parently the reports flowing in of the mass movement of itctivists 
already in, or heading for, Yumit have now spurred Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon to tuke action.

Further attempt to end Golan strike

MAJDAL SHAMS. — Govern- 
ment officiuls and Druse dignitaries 
are meeting in the Druse village of 
Mas'ada in another attempt to end 
the general strike of the Druse pop- 
ulation which entered its third week 
on Sunday. The Druse are 
protesting against the imposition of 

Israeli law to the Golan. 

Last Thursday the army sealed off 
access lo the four Druse villages, 

The IDF disconnected 4ll 
telephones in the Druse villages 
over the weekend, without prior 
consultation with the-Communica- 
tions Ministry. 

On Thursday afternoon and Fri- 


day morning-OC Northern Com-— 


mand Aluf Amir Drori met twice 
with 57 Druse religious leaders, 
chairmen of local councils, pro- 
Israeli teaders and other dignitaries. 


Drori said he docs not know 
when the army will reopen the vil- 
lages. But he said the army would 
provide the 13,000 Druse residents 
with basic food and medicine. 

Al this stage, he said, there are no 
plans to force the Druse to reopen 
schools and shops. Αἱ the same 
time, local residents would be able 
lo resume normal lives and even go 
to work in the Jewish settlements. 

Four religious leaders, among 
them the spiritual leader Sheikh 
Salman Taher, at first refused to 
take part in the meeting with Drori, 
claiming “poor health.” The army 
sent 4 military physician to check 
the leaders, who were ruled fit. The 
four were then taken to the meeting 
‘by jeep. 7 

On Friday, shops from Kiryal 
Shmona supplied 1,500 hallot and 
milk to the Druse. Only a few peo- 
ple responded to the strike 


organizers’ call to refuse to buy the 
bread and milk, 

The Interior and Trade ministries 
are sending sugar, coffee, fruit and 
vegetables to the Druse villages. 
The government claimed these 
steps were planned when they 
learned that some shopkeepers 
were taking advantage of the situa- 
tion and selling vital commodities at 
exaggerated prices. 

Scores of Druse workers on Fri- 
day resumed work at Jewish settle- 
ments, Some did so after learning 
that the religious leaders had 
removed the religious ban on those 
who work in Upper Galilee. 


However, the majority refused to 
return to work because the strike 
organizers threatened a social ban 
on those who violate their orders.

“On the issue of arms, we are op- 
posed to any arms buildup in 
Southern Lebanon. We ure not 
aware of any major infusion of arms 
from any source since last July that 
could be construed as significantly 
altering the balance of force, Ob- 
viously, this is something we con- 
tinue to watch closely.” 

Fischer's statement appeared to 
contradict Secretary of State Alex- 
ander Haig's remarks earlier this 
month at a news conference, when 
he confirmed that the U.S, had 
received reports of new shipments 
of Soviet-supplied rockets and artil- 
lery to the PLO in Southern 
Lebanon. 

Fischer declined to clurify the ap- 
parent contradiction, but other U.S. 
officials said that the State Depart- 
ment's statement was designed to 
try to head off an Isracti military 
move against PLO and Syrian forces 
in Lebanon.

Market survives near-panic 
caused by change if tax law

A near-panic on the Tel -Aviv~ 


Stock Exchange followed last 
week's announcement of the Knes- 
set Finance Committee's approval 
of an amendment to the Income 
Tax Law cancelling the tax-exempt 
status of corporations’ investments. 

The measure states that profits 
made on the exchange will no 
longer be tax-free if they are greater 
than the firm's equity capital, which 
the laws seek to protect from in- 
flatlonary taxation. 


Investors, spurred on by the fear 
that corporations would dump their 
share holdings on the open market, 
entered massive sell orders. 

In a session marked by un- 
precedented turnovers last Tues- 
day, 104 individual securities were 
registered as “sellers only’- and 
their effective prices were lowered 


by 5 per cent without_any actual- 
trading taking-pince The overall 


trading turnovers came to nearly 
152 billion ($1!0m.), including on- 
the-floor and off-the-floor transac- 
tions, 


Earlier in the day massive offers 
for sale of index-linked bonds ap- 
peared. Shaul Bronfeld, in charge of 
the open market operations of the 
Bank of Israel, told The Jerusalem 
Post that the Treasury, together 
with the Bank of Israel, were deter- 
mined to prevent a major market 


disidcation which would interfere 
.with the imposition of the new tax 
regulations. 

Over two trading sessions, 
Bronfeld instructed the Bank of 
Israel's representative to buy up any 
offers for sale of index-linked 
bonds. This massive operation in- 


volved the mopping up of some 


1S600m. in bonds. 

On Tuesday, massive sell orders 
for bank securities emerged. The 
trading volume in the shares of the 
country's four major banks, Bank 
Leumi, Bank Hapoalim, [DB and 
United Mizrahi amounted tc (S1 b. 
The banks acted In unison with the 
Bank of Israel — with the exception 
of the First International whose 
shares fell by 10 per cent — and 
bought up all offers for sale, and 
their prices remained unchanged. 

During the last session of the 
week, the central bank was able to 
sell some.25, per cent of the bonds 
which it had plfchased earlier in 
the week. 

Perhaps more important than 
anything else, it was clearly 
demonstrated that the Treasury, 
working hand-in-hand with the 
Bank of Israel, was determined not 
to allow emotional over-reaction on 
the part of the general public to dis- 
turb the functioning of the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange. This proven deter- 
minalion should go a long way 
towards culming the public's fruz- 
zled nerves.

advice on emigration

Deputy Minister Dov Shilansky, 
the official in the Prime Minister's 
office in charge of discouraging 
emigration, last week filed a com- 
plaint with police against Joshua 
Manastr, an American lawyer who 
advertised last week in 
Ha‘aretz offering advice to Israelis 
who want to emigrate. 

Manastr, who gave the Jerusalem 
Sheraton's phone number in the 
advertisenent, stated that be was 
“willing to accept for personal in- 
terview" those interested in emigra- 
tion. He left the hovel on Wednes- 
day, leaving no forwarding address, 


preliminary consultation fee, 
Manastr said that it would cost 
“$1,000 or $4,000 to arrange all the 
Papers necessary for obtaining a 
‘green card’ “ (work permit for 
foreign residents in the U.S.), but 
did Rot ask about profession, 
relatives in America or other factors 
that make it possible to obtain green 
cards legally, 


Manastr told callers that he had 
already “helped 20 or 30 Isritelis” to 
emigrate, and that he was “well- 
known in Miami.” He claimed to 
have Israeli lawyers as contuct men, 
who would ensure that clients 
received all the necessary papers 
before emigrating, 


According to the Chamber of Ad- 
vocates Law of 1961, section 20, a 
non-resident lawyer is forbidden to 
offer legal advice in Israel. The 
punishment for violating the law is a 
[S500 fine — not updated since the 
law was written, 


A lawyer who was named by 
Manastr as 8 “contact man" told 
The Jerusalem Post last week that he 


--had met Manastr in Miami, but that 


— as a former Zionist emissary — 
he had never agreed to help process 
Israclis who want to emigrate. 


Meanwhile, Tehiya MK Geula 
Cohen, former chairman of the 
Knesset Aliya and Absorption Com- 
mitlee, told The Post that she had 
been trying to persuade the Israc! 
Editors’ Committee to reject volun- 
tarily all advertisements that en- 
courage emigration. Cohen said 
that she received no response.

It all depends, of course, on what 
we mean by “oil.” That pleasantry 
does apply to the oil which is 
petroleum, but not to the oil which 
was used for illumination, of which 
olive oil is so predominant that in 
the seven agricultural products 
enumerated in Deut. 7.7. Israel is 
called not “the land of the olive" 
but of “olive oil,” 

And this week's portion opens 
with the commandment to prepare 
“pure olive oil, beaten, for the Ner 
Tamid, the Eternal Lamp which 
was to burn in the Sanctuary. 

That oil was to be pure in two 
senses; unlike the oil with which the 
priests were annointed, of which we 
shall read in next week's portion 
(Exodus 30: 22-23), any admixture 
was prohibited, but in addition it 
had to be the purest of olive oil. 

In order to provide this prime 
quality oil, which was called yizhar, 
the olives were gently pounded in a 
mortar, and only the first drops 
which exuded were used. A full 
description of the methed of 

reparation is given in the Mishnah 
lenahot 8.3-5 and in the tractate 
85b. 

But the olive was not the only 
agricultural source of oil, Im’ the 
Mishnah Shabbat 2.1 which forms 
part of the Sabbath Eve service ac- 
cording.to the Ashkenazi rite, we 
‘are told that, although R. Tarfon 
maintained (Hat only olive oil may 
be used for the kindling of the Sab- 
bath lights, the anonymous sages 
permit “all species of oil.” Sesame 
oil, nut oil and colocynth oil are 
enumerated — as well as fish oil — 
and “tar and naphtha"! And their

Boom time on 
tennis courts

.TEL AVIV. — A total of 70,000 


adults and juniors are now playing 
tennis in Israel, representing an in- 
crease of 273 per cent over.the past 
five years. The number of courts in 
the country have increased from 
450 to 903 over the same period. 
These figures emerged from a sur- 
vey carried out by Ignat Schuster, 


‘head of the Israe] Tennis Associa- 


tion's Courts and Installations Com- 
mittee. 

Reporting these impressive 
statistics on the country's third most 
popular sport — after soccer and 


‘basketball — to the press last week, 


{TA Chairman David Harnik said 
that the Association’s target for 
1984 was 100,000 players and 1,200 
courts, 

Fifty-seven per cent of the 70,000 
players are adults — with men out- 
numbering women by more than 
three to one — and 43 per cent are 
juniors under the age of 18.

Moses-route riddle

A team of Israeli archeologiats is 
conducting a crash-dig in northern 
Sinai to uncover as much as possible 
of the remains of a Pharaonic ad- 
ministrative centre before the area 
is returned to Egypt in April. 

Excavations director Eliezer 
Oren of Ben-Gurion University told 
The Jerusalem Post that the ex- 
istence of the centre, some four 
kilometres north of Atzmona, 
would seem to disprove the theory 
that Mases led the Children of 
Israel to the Promised Land along 
the coastal route. 


Some Bible scholars have argued 
that the coastal route was the most 
likely one to have been taken by 
Moses when he led the Children of 
Israel out of Egypt and into Canaan. 
But Oren observes that the heavy 
Egyptian fortifications, which ob- 
viously existed and functioned 
along the Way of Horus during the 
13th century, would have prevented 
Moses from using this route. He 
won't speculate about which route 
Moses did take, but says 
emphatically:"It wasn't this one." 

The administrative centre was ap- 
parently abandoned with the 


decline ‘of Egyptian power 
sometime in the 12th century BCE, 
says Oren, 

Prof, Oren notes that BGU 
archeologists have discovered 80 
sites dating to the period of the New 
Kingdom (1500-1200 BCE) along 
the “Way of Horus,” the Egyptian 
name for the Biblical Derech Eretz 
Pishtln (Land of the Philistines 
route), which connected the Nile 
Delta with Judea, Syria and 
Mesopotamia. The administrative 
centre and its neighbouring fort are 
part of this group. 

Guiding a group of journalists 
around the site last week, Oren sald 
that to excavate the site thoroughly 
would require 10 seasons of work. 

“We have already asked the 
Egyptian authorities, through the 
Foreign Ministry, for a continuation 
of the dig under joint Uneae 
Egyptian auspices after Apri 
head, * on ce hopeful That this 
will be omible. id 

Meanwhile, Oren is leading a 
team of some 80 workers — BGU 
archeology students, local Beduin 
and foreign volunteers — in a two- 
week effort to uncover the extent 
and functions of the centre. 

Al the site, Oren pointed out the 
remains of storerooms, still covered

by a centimetre-deep layer of burnt 
grain, ceramic kilns and ancient 
pottery, ‘The Egyptian officials and 
soldiers stationed here apparently 
serviced the caravans plying the 
coastal route, and exacted road 
tolls,” he noted. 

According to Oren, northern 
Sinai was “densely populated" 
between 3000 BCE and 900 CE. 
Since 1972, Oren and other BGU 
archeologists have surveyed the 
area intensively, on foot and using 
aerial photographs, and have iden- 
tifled a total of 1,156 sites — towns, 


villages, military “outposta and 
cemeteries on the route between 
the Suez Canal and the Gaza Strip. 


The 2,500-square metre fortress. 


at Alzmona uncovered several 
seasons ago, yielded a rich treasure 
of scarabs, skeletons, Egyptian 
royal seals, jewellery, statuettes, 
javelin heads and variety of ceramic 
vessels, Oren hopes that the present 
site will prove as rewarding, but so 
far — the dig began last Sunday — 
the archeologists have discovered 
only building foundations; kilns and 
pottery fragments.

‘ Mayor Teddy Kollek told the Jerusalem Coimmittee. 
“The Ariubs today ure nol interested in their physical 
7 past, There has heen no interest on their part in preser- 
t ving their ancient monuments." 
Kollek’s words were echoed by Myriam Rosen- 
Ayalon, professor of Islamic art and architecture at 
Hebrew University, who has been conducting intensive 
surveys of Islamic monuments in East Jerusalem in re- 
cent years. ‘In the entire Islamic world, there is hardly 
any interest in the Islamic legacy,” she said. 

Prof, Aywion said the municipality had initiated the 
restoration of all the Islamic sabils, or fountains, in the 
city, most of them from the 16th and 17th centuries. She 
herself was completing a study of all the minor Islamic 
monuments on the Temple Mount which had never 
been sutdied before, as well as a study of Mameluke 
structures from the I4-15th centuries in the Moslem 
Quarter. Ayalon said she was unnbdie to interest Moslem 
authorities in resturing these structures. 

She suid the uncovering of huge Moslem caravanserais 
from the 7th or 8th centuries by fsraeli archeologists at 
the southern foot of the Temple Mounl was 


“revolutionary” because of the knowledge it provided 
abdut that critical Islamic period in Jerusalem. 

The restoration by Israeli authorities of the Old City 
ma built by the Ottomans in the 16th century, was un- 


matchéd in the Islamic world, she said, Kollek said that 
under Jordanian administration the Old City walls had 
been neglected and had begun to give way to the 
weather, “In another 20 years, there wouldn't have 
been much left,” he said, 

Kollek, who has been dubbed the “defender of 
Islani" by his political opponents, threw his uncharac- 
teristic barb al the Islamit-aythorities in the city after 
spotting a reporter lor the Eas salem daily Al-Fajr 
in the chamber in which the meeting id.

Hadassah follows Germany 
in pioneer plastic surgery

Ten children suffering from 
Down’a syndrome (mongolism) are 
‘being operated on at the 
Hadassah University Medical 
Centre in Jerusalem to improve 
their physical appearance, and in 
‘the hope that their social and men- 
tal functioning will be better as a 
result, These are the first such 
operations ever conducted outside 
Germany, where some 250 cases 
have already been treated by Prof. 
Gottfried Lemperle of Frankfurt’s 
St. Markus Hospital and his col- 
leagues since 1977. 


The 10 patients have all been 
throughly examined for social and 
cognitive functioning at the 
Hadassah-Wizo Canada Research 
Institute in Jerusalem. The institute, 
headed by educational psychologist 
pee eal Feuerstein, int 

eep tabs on. fret The opera- 
tion: ae tncthes and to chal 
defree the surgery affects their 
social] and intellectual activities. 


At a press conference last week 
at the Hadassah Mount Scopus 
Hospital, Feuerstein said that 
“there is no reason to believe that 
the operations will directly affect 
(the patient's) Intelligence, 
However, if intellectual perfor- 
mance ἰ5 at least partly determined 
by a child's interaction with his en- 
vironment, then | am sure the 
operations will have an effect on

Feuerstein explained that 
mongoloids, because of their ap- 
pearance, tend lo generate im- 
mediate, set responses among ‘‘nor- 
mal” persons who come into con- 
tact with them. These responses, in 
turn, have a determining effect on 
the mongoloids’ behaviour and 
functioning. Thus, changing the 
mongoloids’ appearance, should 
also change the responses they meet 
in the ‘normal’ community, 
Feuerstein said. 

Prof, Lemperle, who was present 
at last week's one-day symposium 
at Mount Scopus on surgical and 
cognitive intervention among 
mongololds, said the best results 
from surgical intervention are ob- 
tained from patients between two 
and six years old, 

Hg related that in 1968 a German 


e—surgeon, ~Prof,..H,. Hoehler, per- 


formed the first such experimental 
operation on a mongoloid, “In 1977, 
the girl's parents went public, open- 
ing a national campaign to influence 
doctors to carry out .more such 
operations on mongoloids, The 
parents claimed that the operation 
had greatly improved their child's 
social functioning.” 

Lemperle said he then began car- 
rying out such operations, but that 
his patients had not been given 
thorough or protracted socio- 
economic examinations before or in 
the wake of the operations. "1 hope 
this will now bedone here," he said.

Shamir's aides, who spelled out 
this problem in their own 
diplomatic way at the working 
groups after the téte-a-téte, said 
that travellers to Israel should not 
need to have such a gruelling wait at 
the Neot Sinai crossing point on the 
Egyptian side. The wait is still often 
as long as three hours. The Israeli 
request was that it should not take 
any longer at Neot Sinai (and even- 
tually at Rafiah after April 26) than 
it takes at Cairo Airport, 

The Israeii delegation brought up 
the problem of the obligatory cur- 
rency exchange. to be demanded at 
the Taba crossing point south of 
Eilat: minimum 50 Egyptian pounds 
(approximately $50). Their argu- 
ment: that the sort of Israeli beach 
camper going to Sinai will hardly 
spend a penny down there on the 
seashore. 


THE WORKING groups took up 
the still-unsolved matter of crossing 
fees for Israeli trucks entering 
Egypt, designed to compensate 
Egypt for the cheap fuel the 
truckers would buy there. Israel ac- 
cepts the principle that Egypt need 
not subsidize its haulage industry, 
und hence the goods they curry, The 
urgument is over the rate of the fee. 

An adviser of Shamir outlined the 
almost total barrier-.against deals 
with public sector firms in Egypt. 
This was after Shamir suggested 
that according to the trude 
protocols already signed, the word 
should go down from above to 
public sector directors that they 
now have a green light to conclude 
transactions with Israeli companies. 

The feeling in the commercial 
section of the [srael Embassy is that 
the Israeli bids put in so far for 
public sector tenders were turned 
down for irrelevant reasons, even 
though they were the most attrac- 
tive. : 


As far as is known the only bid ac- 
cepted was for five fire-engines, 
ordered in Alexandria. 

But a Cairo resident told me that 
public sector companies are known 
often to choose the cheapest, rather 
than the best quality, bids, and that 
their directors enjoy a good deal of 
personal leeway. 

Ye Israeli delegation suggested 
it was high time that money transfers 
to Egyptwere permitted through 
several bank’, and not just one, the 
Bank of Suez. They complained 
that Egyptian newspapers do not ac- 
cept advertising by Israeli firms, for 
no accountable reason. They also 
called for implementation of a 
proposal, already agreed in princi- 
ple, that Israeli firms be allowed to 
open branches in Egypt.

Israclis find it hard to understand 
why the Egyptians are not as excited 
as they are abuut normalization. 

After all, Egyptians have always 
been free to move around the Mid- 
die East, for business or tourism or 
studies. An estimated three million 
Egyptians are now earning their liv- 
ing abroad. There was no reason 
why Egyptians should have been 
bothered by Israel's closed borders 
Yor so many years, when so many 
other land, sea and air borders 
beckoned, in su muny directions. 

The Egyptians du not see why the 
rush of $0,000 Israelis to Egypt since 
the peace needs to be reciprocated 
by 4 compurable figure, in order lo 
prove normalization exists. 
However, with only 2,000 Egyp- 
tians, including officials, having 
gone to Isruel, the discrepancy is 
100 wide to ignure or gloss aver. 

All change in Egypt entails over- 
coming bureaucratic inertia, 
through strong motivation, plus firm 
direction from above. Historically, 
change in Egypt was always incom- 
parubly slow, even impossible in 
some cases when those who soughl 
to effect the change were foiled, of 
baffled, before they even under- 
stood the system. Egyptians resent 
being told what to do, how to do

WHAT DIRECTION will Israeli- 
Egyptian relations take after Israe} 
completes its withdrawal from Sinai 
in just two months time?

AS THE prime minister of a Jewish 
state and no stranger to Jewish 
folklore, Menachem Begin should 
have known better than to have ex- 
pected the Golan Law he rushed 


through the Knesset to change the . ἢ 


Golan situation for the better, _.«" 

He should have recalled the story 
of the sole Jew in a small Polish vil- 
lage who, for economic reasons, 
succumbed to the entreaties of the 
local priest to convert. After 
sprinkling some holy water over him 
the ‘priest pronounced him a true 
son of the church and told him that 
he must never again eat meat on ἃ 
Friday. Calling on the new member 
of his flock one Friday evening, the 
priest found him enjoying a 
traditional shabbes meal compiete 
with half a chicken. The ex-Jew was 
unperturbed, ‘You see, Father, just 
ay you turned me into a Christian 
with a little water, | sprinkled some 
on a chicken, and it’s now u fish.”

Syria — albeit for purely tactical 
reasons not generally attributed to 
Egypt. 

But it remains highly doubtful 
that there is, in fact, an effective 
mediating role for Egypt. No Arab 
state has yet so much as hinted at 
the possibility of a negotiated peace 
with Israel, certainly not on terms 
that Israel could accept. 

Egypt is thus likely to be in an in- 
vidious position — faiting to serve 
as a bridge between israel and the 
Arabs and having lo choose 
between them. 


IT APPEARS then that the most 
likely prognosis for the peace 
process after. April is'a slow but 
steady cooling off, rather than any 
sudden volte face on Egypt's part. 

We were left with the impression 
that Egypt under Mubarak is indeed 
sincerely committed to peace with 
Israel, but not at any price. 

Egypt is moving steadily towards 


by the extremists," he added wrily. {a rapprochement with the 
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moderates in the Arab world, and is 
likely to become increasingly 
forthright after April in endorsing 
the political positions of those 
states. 

Ideally, Egypt would like to 
achieve that rapprochement 
without sacrificing its peace with 
(srael, But, if forced to choose, 
chances are that Egypt will line up 
with the Arabs rather than with 
Israel. 

Given the Mubarak regime's 
priorities, however, it seems ex- 
tremely unlikely regardless of how 
bilateral relations with Israel 
develop (short of an outright 
threat), that Egypt will be drawn 
into the extremist Arab camp which 
Is bent on Israel's destruction. 

Egypt's conviction that the Yom 
Kippur War should be the last 
between the two countries was, for 
me, perhaps the profoundest 
impression of that visit to Cairo.

ALMOST AS soon as Danny and 
Gila moved into their cramped 
three-room flat built in the late '60s 
for young couples in Jerusalem, 
they began planning their move up- 
wards on the housing ladder. They 
knew that even if they both worked 
hard for eight or nine years — while 
having children — they could never 
afford a villa, But they wanted 
“something special,” more than the 
average sAdkun flat with a few extra 
square metres of space. 

In the late ‘70s they noticed ter- 
taced apartments and cottages go- 
ing up In Jerusalem's new suburbs’ 
— four or five-room units which of- 
fered more privacy and a smail plot 
for a garden. The couple scraped 
together enough for a down pay- 
ment and ubout ἃ year ago signed a 
contract to buy a five-room ter- 
raced apartment in Ramot. Their 
“dream house’ would be ready in 
1983, and now all they had to do was 
sell their old flat and keep up the 
payments to the builder. 

Recently Danny and Gila were 
shocked by the big jump (13.3 per 
cent) in residential construction 
costs, fon senuary. and wearily 
resigned themselves to paying even 
more money for their new flat. 

Locked into a timetable of pay- 
ments linked to the building inputs 
index, they have to get a higher 
price for their old flat, bul are under 
greater pressure to sell at almost 
any price to meet the next pay- 
ments. 

Having tested the market for 
second-hand Mats in recent months, 
they know that their prospects of 
getting enough from the sale to 
meet their payments are getting 
worse all the Lime, with dollar prices 
constantly in decline. They know, 
too, that if they fail to meet the puy- 
ments sehetule, they'lt-be-forced to 
pay heavy penalties or, if they 
default altogether, lose most of their 
investment. 

The newlyweds who want to buy 
Danny und Gila’s Mat are limited by 
the sum they get in mortgage aid 
from the Housing Ministry; and the 
gap between this aid and housing 
prices has been widening in 
Jerusalem during the last year. 

If Danny and Gila hold out for 
the higher price they need to meet 
the payments schedule, they will 
Jose this young couple, who may 
withdraw altogether from the 
market. 

The builder of Danny and Gila’s 
flat is also losing sleep — he cannot 
be sure if they and others like them 
will meke their payments, or if 
buyers can be found for his bulging 
inventory of unsold flats. And he 
has committed himself to build even 
more flats this year for the Housing 
Ministry. 


IF WE PROJECT the predicaments 
of Danny and Gila moving up the 
housing tadder, the newlyweds al- 
tempting to get onto it, and the con- 
tractors trying to stay afloat, and 
imagine a worst-case scenario, the 
picture is pretty bleak, The family

IN ORDER (o get 4 clearer view of 
market trends in various parts of 
Jerusalem, and to hear how to avoid 
getting caught in the bind that trap- 
ped our couple, we spoke with three 
Jerusalem real-estate agents: Jeff 
Abel, of Abel Realty; Rina Haas, 
who works for the veteran Bier 
agency; and Werner Loval, manag:

Anglo-Saxon firm, 

Prices have remained firm, our 
informants told us, for small flats 
(two rooms) and for apartments in 
exclusive areas like Talbiye, 
Rehavia and Beit Hakerem, even 
though here too there has been 
some slippage.

Abel recalls a flat in 
French Hill built for young couples, 
where the price recently dropped 
from $55,000 to $50,000. The 
owners of this flat now have less 
money than they anticipated when 
they set out to buy a new apartment. 

As the best way to avoid getting 
caught in this bind, all three agents 
recommend a strategy of “sell first, 
buy later," even if this means mov- 
ing to a rented flat until the new 
apartment is ready for occupancy. 
This applies especially to those for 
whom most of the cost of the new 
flat will be covered by selling the 
old one. 

Haas says it is necessary to do it 
like that because “many people 
have a tendency to overvalue their 
present flat. By selling first, one can 
have a better idea what obligations 
can be assumed in buying a new flat, 
And in any case, a buyer who comes 
to a contractor or a private seller 
with cash in hand can usually get a 
better deal.” 


Abel does not regard a client as a 
“real buyer” until he has sold his

Haas raised the issue of the 
broker's responsibility towards the 
client. To what extent, she asked, 
should a broker delve into the 
client's financial affairs to make 
sure that he is able to meet the 
obligations on a new flat? Brokers 
who simply pressure a client to buy 
run the risk of unfortunate situa- 
tions caused by the unforeseen gaps 
between a client's resources and the 
price of a new flat. But even when a 
broker makes sure that his client 
has sold his old flat, the buyer of 
that flat may foul things up if he 
can't sell Ais flat at the anticipated 
price. 

ἴῃ other parts of the country 
slumps in second-hand markets 
have also been reported, though not 
as drastic as in Jerusalem. And with 
prices of new flats continuing to rise 
almost everywhere, there is always 
the possibility that people will find 
themselves in the bind we have 
described. 

Before taking the plunge on a 
new flat, then, it is best to check for 
quirks in the local market that may 
prove costly — or to one's advan- 
tage. at 

The factors that account for the 
slump in Jerusalem exist elsewhere, 
but not to the same degree. De- 
mand for housing has been affected 
first of all by the sharp decline in 
immigration, which was down to 
about 12,000 last year, and by the 
jump in emigration. Rafi Edri, head 
of the Histadrut Labour Federa- 
tion's Shikun Ovdim housing com- 
pany, claims that over 2,000 
emigrants have sold their flats, thus 
adding to the excess supply.

Perhaps this would happen if more 
young couples could move onto the 
housing ladder at the point where 
established families are secking to 
move up.

Slum-renewal projects constitute 
another traditional source_.of--de- 
mand for public housing, and these 
have dwindled infecent years. Now, 
instead-of moving people out of dis- 
advantaged areas en masse (and 
creating instant slums in the 
process), the Housing Ministry is 
providing more solutions to sub- 
standard housing: through renova- 
tions and expansion of older 
buildings. This has proven to δὲ 
cheaper as well as socially more 
beneficial. 


HOW DO real estate agents see the 
prospects for the housing market? 

Abel's outlook is gloomy: “We 
are sitting on the edge of a tremen- 
dous problem...the slump will con- 
tinue with the possibility of a 
general collapse.” There is simply 
too much public housing, he said. 

Haas agreed with the latter, but 
declined to engage in long-range 
speculation. She conceded, though. 
that “it will be a while before the 
market. picks up.” 

Loval shrugged off talk of a hous- 
ing crisis, even for Jerusalem. He 
believes that “Jerusalem holds @ 
special attraction for many people 
here and abroad, and this will keep 
people coming to the city to settle." 

In Anglo-Saxon, with its high 
percentage of foreign clients, Loval 
sees a steady stream of “gradual im- 
migrants" who first buy ἃ flat and 
spend several months a year in it, 
then after a few years make a per- 
manent move. Many of these 
buyers, he said, “don’t show up in 
the official immigration statistics, 
but they have kept the market 
afloat, at least in the city's exclusive 
neighbourhoods." «.. 7 

Nor does the Housing Ministry 
seem to be excessively wor!

Along the high 
road to truth

IT WAS a positive stroke of genius 
to present the divergent views of 
Professor Yeshayahu Leibowitz, Dr. 
Menahem Brinker and Dr. Yisrael 
-Eldad, not as a debate around that 
absurdly-designed table in Televi- 
sion House with the participants 
under the whip of a compere, but as 
a free discussion in a car on the way 
to Ma‘alot, and during a visit to that 
Galilee development town. Having, 
the three men compressed into. 
the back seat of'an automobile gave 
their talk a quality of intimacy and 
of friends agreeing to differ. 

The hero-of the Sunday night 
documentary, Yeshayahu Leibowitz 
visits Ma‘alot, is one of the friost in- 
teresting men in Israel today, a 
product of an era that produced 
genuine originals among the Jews.

Yeshayahu Leibowitz (Hadar) 


He is one of the most devout Jews 
in the country, if the tenet of faith is 
scrupulous observance of all the 
mitzvot rather than blind acceptance 
of conventional religious ideas 
about God. A possible flaw in this 
otherwise perfect programme’ was 
to pit Leibowitz against Brinker, the 
extreme left-winger and agnostic, 
and Eldad, the ultra-nationalist. 
Leibowitz’s real adversary should 
have come from the ranks of 
Orthodox rabbis, whose beards 
“Must have stood on end as he ex- 
Leone his views about’ the non- 
anthropomorphic deity in whom he 
believes, and who is ὡς ἘΠῚ 
from the usual concept of a Jehovah 
taking a personal interest in every 
wayward Jew. mayne 

So I suspect that'the religious es- 
tablishment could bear with 
equanimity the opposition of Dr. 
Brinker the iconoclast far more 
than they could accept Prof. 


Leibowitz as the champion of their 
cause. 


THEIR CAR had hardly left rain- 
Swept Jerusalem before the argu- 
ments between Eldad and Leibowitz 
began to heat up the atmosphere, 
with Brinker, as a courteous young 
man obviously imbued with great 
respect for at least one of his fellow- 
travellers, interposing very polite 
observations. from-time to tithes, 

τ Leibdwitz maint thet 
has to.choose betwoon:two alter- 
natives — having the Palestine of 
pre-1948 days divided into two 
states, or being engaged in an un- 
ending war with all the Arabs 
between Kuwait and Morocco. 
Aha, cried Eldad, but will Arafat 
agree to the existence of two states? 
Leibowitz said calmly: it doesn't 
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matter if Arafat agrees, or if you. 
agree, these are the only two alter- 
natives. 

Later, he said he was not sure that 
the Jewish state was essential for the 
Jewish religion, but, if we wanted a 
state, we were entitled to have it, 
only it could not be a state with a 
big Arab minority. Eldad 
triumphantly produced a book in 
which Leibowitz had written that 
the State of Israel enabled the 
Jewish people to exist. Leibowitz 
did not go back on those words, but 
insisted that there was no point in 
annexing the West Bank with its 
huge Arab population. 

At various stages in the long argu- 
ment in the car, the camera jumped 
with great cunning to Ma‘alot, 
where the organizers of the dialogue 
were awaiting the arrival of the 
three sages with. considerable anx- 
iety. This was occasioned by the 
fact that the inspiring revelations 
about the nature of the Jewish peo- 
ple and the Jewish religion they ex- 
pected to receive had to compete 
with a televised basketball game, 
and they feared that the locals 
would prefer the playmakers to the 
prophets. In the result, the savants 
attracted a very satisfactory 
audience. 


ELDAD raised, with great sell- 
satisfaction, what he thought was an 
unanswerable point; that the con- 
quests of 1967 enabled Israel to re- 
tain the Western Wall, in whose 
crevices Jews placed their little 
pieces of paper bearing their inmost 
prayers to Heayen, Leibowitz said 
drily tfrat he attached no great sanc- 
tity to Herod's wall: in fact, he 
thought the worship of it was 
equivalent to making an idol of 
stone, 

This charge of idolatry did not 
upset Eldad as much as one might 
have expected, because Leibowitz 
has said it before. But Eldad was 
distinctly disconcerted when Brinker 
chipped in with the information that 
every now and then, the religious 
authorities collected all the slips of 
paper in the Wall, took them to 
Hechal Shlomo, and burnt them. 
On the face of it, there is nothing 
very shocking about this: the 
Almighty should be able to decipher 
ἃ prayer.in a-wispOf smoke just 85 
easily as He can read it, written in 
Hebrew, English or any other 
language, on a piece of paper. 

- 1 was reminded of the travel guide 
who ,took @ rich South African 
tourist to the Wall and told him 
about.the power of prayers lodged 
in its érdcke. Some months later, the 
guide was astonished to receive 
tickets for himself and his wile to 
visit South Africa as guests of the 
tourist. It appeared that on his slip 
of paper, the tourist had urged the

THE PARTICIPATION of a small 
group of young Arab musicians at 
a recent annual Jerusalem Youth 
Orchestra concert rerpesented the 
realization of a 15-year-old dream 
for Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Koilek. 

Kollek has long hoped for the es- 
tablishment of an Arab municipal 
youth orchestra which could play 
with the 22-year-old Jewish youth 
band. But many difficulties delayed 
the implementation of the scheme: 
There was virtually no tradition of 
youth orchestras in Arab Jerusalem 
before 1967, The only small groups 
of Arab players were lo be found 
among the Scouts, who played 
mostly wind instruments, a school 
band of Moslem Orphanage pupils 
in the Old City and some Arab 
youth clubs, Technical and financial 
reasons, ἃ lack of instruments and 
bureaucracy, also delayed the crea- 
tion of such an orchestra, 

Then, in 1980, the director of the 
Municipal Music Centre, Avraham 
Giluh, contacted headmasters of 
East Jerusalem schools and enlisted 
their support for the project. Out of 
several hundreds of boys and girls 
who were directed to the centre, 
some, 40 gifted youngsters belween 
the ages of 10 and 14 were finally 
selected. And, at the beginning of 
{πε 1980/81 academic year, two 
Jewish music teachers started train- 
ing.

Every book critic δον mini-N07, 
Vicensed to kill fiterary works and 
main authors’ careers.

to accept the challenge. The choice 
of weapons is literary criticism, and 
the uuthor is the helpless target. The 
critic has the last word for now, and 
history — a somewhat drawn-out 
process — the ultimate one. Inthe 
coconul-shy of critical assassina- 
tion, it's thé‘coconuts which tumble, 
ihe critic invariably walking away 
unscathed, Occasionally one is 
given a work of merit to review, and 
a professional code forces one τὸ 
squeeze out words of praise. This 
certainly cramps one's critical style, 
and luckily doesn't happen too 
often. 

But when the work under review 
is written by the critic's literary 
editor, the process is reversed, the 
coconut takes a shy at the hapless 
reviewer, and bravery becomes 
bravado, in fact becomes a 
kamikaze operation. Especially 
when that author-editor is Alex 
Berlyue who, as his readers know, 
practises, apurt fram a nice line in 
rage, vituperation and assoried 
forms of literary mayhem.

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OBITUARY 


“NO, 1AM NOT a Kabbalist,” says 
Professor Gershom Scholem, con- 
sidering the point carefully. “I ama 
student of Kabbala. But I take it 
seriously. I never thought the Kab- 
balists were either the fools, or the 
crooks and charlatans they used tp 
be called. I think 1 have helped co 
disprove this view. The rationalists 
of the 19th century panicked at the 
mere thought of anything 
mysterious. 

“I don't know exactly what at- 
tracted me to Kabbala in the first 
place. I think 1 was just fascinated 
by it. Not the numerology business 
— that's not important. People 
think all this numerical stuff is the 
chief thing about Kabbala, but it 
isn't. The merkava is nearer to it — 
the carriage of the throne of God, 
by which we may also be elevated. 

“They knew things that we have 
fost. The continuous concentration 
of thought within a very narrow 
field is one element of it.” 

Suddenly he warmed up to his 
subject. Scholem is a tall man, and 
the long arms and legs are still in 
evidence when he is sitting down. 
The arora rete ἰξϑέυγσεν fils 
hands,_even-tis ears, all combine 
intoquick gestures that express the 
acute pleasure of intellectual dis- 
covery in a most infectious manner. 

As Scholem talks, logically, in a 
German still tinged with Berlin 
slang, you seem to understand the 
most abstruse of ideas, all is perfect- 
ly clear. At such moments he does 
not appear to have changed in 30 or 
40 years. No wonder his lectures 
were always mobbed by students 
from every manner of faculty. 

ΟἽ don't lecture now. 1 think that 
when one retires one should leave 
the field to one's successors. 
Besides, the two people who work 
in my place now are very capable. A 
man and a girl, 8 woman. Sex- 
appeal and Kabbala. A wonderful 
mixture. Perhaps 1 shall lecture 
again later, when they have fully es- 
tablished themselves in their own 
right.") 

“You have to consider that the 
ghetto Jews were confined within 
narrow limits. Even their ideas 
could not stray far and their thought 
penetrated deeply as a result. Jt was 
aclosed society and a closed culture 
in which the links between in- 
dividuals were closer and different 
from those we know today. 


“WE KNOW there is magic in West 
Africa today, and that it works. 
There is a closed society there, too. 
Look ‘at-the senses that animals still 


have that we-have lost (ie permit. —thatdisappear when they are no

Of course we cannot perform 
magic, but in West Afrita they can

Conversation with 
a ‘Kabbalist’ 


Professor Gershom Scholem,: authority on 
Jewish mysticism, died in Jerusalem last week. 
In our last edition we published an obituary. 
Here we reprint an article by the late editor of 
‘The Jerusalem Post,’ Lea Ben Dor, written on 
the occasion of Scholem’s 70th birthday, on 
December 5, 1967.

you remember Hans Jonas (then 
professor at the New School of 
Social Research in New York), 
wrote a whole story about it. 1 can 
only tell you,” he said with an air of 
finality, “that if there are ghosts, 
they have no outline, =

had on humans? Those people 
would observe animals reproduce 
but be unable to understand the es- 
sential element. There are forces 
that we have forgotten and that 
seem magical, just as we may forget 
sex one day, who knows? 

“What | wanted to know about 
the Kabbalisis was whether they 
were just simpletons or whether 
some intuition, some spark of 
awareness, had guided them, and 
they had studied and interpreted the 
scriptures to rationalize their ideas 
and find some basis for them. If they 
were not fools, } wanted to see them 
rehabilitated. So [ read quite a bit. 

“IF their work was genuine, I 
thought there must be something 
important in it for me as 8 Jew. 
I identified myself with the Jews, 
and 1 don't know that [ liked 
everything [ saw in them, Perhaps 


longer necessary. Just imagine that 
the sexual drive should one day no 
longer be needed.” 

He made an extravagant gesture, 
half comic, half tragic, that con- 
veyed a-world of suggestions to in- 
clude mechanized breeding, ar- 
tificial reproduction or whatever 
was ‘required to render sex 
superfluous. 

“If sex survived only in the 
animal .kingdom, how would we 
continue to understand this force 
and the extraordinary effects it once 


there was something more here than 
I knew. 

“Without intuition scholarship is 
dead. There must be some idea, 
some flash of understanding. Then 
you can spend your life very happily 
studying all the sources minutely to 
discover whether you were right. I 
think 1 have been very lucky that 
the Jewish people should have paid 
me a salary all my life to do what I 
enjoy most.” 


HE LOOKED lovingly round the 
double roon that is his study, every 
inch of the walls up to the ceiling 
lined with books. 

One small section accommodates 
all the modern books. The others 
have shelf upon shelf of tall, thin, 
ancient volumes in worn paper 
binding, most of them with a yellow- 
ing label on the back, just about 
what a sorcerer's library might be. 

“If they hadn't let me lecture on 
Kabbula at the university, 1 should 
have had to teach mathematics, and 
have only my spare time to do what 
| want, And do you know why it 
was? Becnuse the people who ran 
the university in those days were 
frightened of nothing so much as 
the idea of unemployed intellec- 
tuals. 

“We had too many intellectuals 
in those days, now we haven't 
enough. They wanted a university, 
but they didn't want any students, 
and didn't want them to take 
degrees. They thought thal certainly 
nobody would want to study Kab- 
bala so that it was quite safe to tet 
me teuch it, Well, we have given 
about eight or [0 doctorates in Kab- 
bala, und we demand ἃ great deal 
before we will give a doctorate. 

“In Kabbala, perhaps you can 
still find u quiet corner and broud, 
think. Bul all the universities. 
everywhere, are just factories now. 
You can't really lecture to 1,500 stu- 
dents, or give the same lecture twice 
over. It doesn't work. Some of these 
scientists, do you think they ever 
read a book? They haven't the 
time.” 

But in physics, for instance, is the 
thinking any less penetrating or 
profound? 

“It is not humanism, it is nothing 
to do with man. That is what the 
Original universities were for, to 
think about humans. It is a pity that 
il is gone.” 


HE GOT BACK to the Kabbalists, 

“Tt was the fashion at that time to 
mock the Kabbalists. | wanted to 
See respect restored for them 
through proper representation of 
what they had been trying to do. 
Some people have objected. 

“My talent is just clarity. This 
helped, especially in 80 unclear a 
subject. My book Major Trends in 
Jewish Mysticism (originally a set of 
lectures delivered at the Jewish In- 
stitute of Religion in New York in 
1938) has been read. It sold out in 
pocket-book editions — till the ma- 
jor became a general!" 

For a very unmilitary man, this 
might have been intended as an 
oblique compliment to the army 


that had recently won the Six Day 
War. 


“The Kabbala certainly came 
from the Orient, and first appeared 
sometime in the 12th century. By 
1500 its ideas had spread widely and 
become an important social, 
historical factor. But even 
mysticism, the individual mystic vi- 
sion, becomes coarsened, turns into 
magic and wild crudity. It sinks into 
shirt-sleeved ignorance as it 
spreads. Take the Golem." 

(The accepted myth of the Golem 
tells of Kabbalist rabbis able to 
make a human lkeness of clay and 
infuse it with life, though not 
speech, Such Golems had “emeih™ 
(truth) written on their foreheads. 
They grew and grew and when they 
became too strong, the “‘e” had 
quickly to be erused, leaving "meit™ 
(dead), so that the clay figure would 
collapse again. This was obviously a 
dangerous way of obtaining a will- 
ing servant, and there are many 
tales of misadventures with 
Golems,) 


“THERE IS NO doubt that some 
Kabbalist tit upon this idea in a 
mystical vision, in a state of altered 
consciousness, Later he tricd to dis- 
cover what the nature of this Golem 
was that was to serve mankind. The 
true mystics were men of excep- 
ional gifts. Others that came after 
turned it all into crude foilk-magic. 

“The mystics had to be fun- 
damentalists, believing that every 
word of Seripture is Divine revela- 
tion, and every word and every let- 
ter of deep significance. It you 
believe that it becomes natural to 
seek symbohe meanings, to dig 
deeper and deeper, ta lay bare 
further neanings. The word of God 
must have more than the obvious 
meaning, and you cin build new 
structures from it. 

“T worked for 20 years on Shab- 
betai Zvi (the “false Messiuh’)." 

Was he reully false? 

There was another of the gestures 
that could mean many things, fur in- 
Stance thitt we have not yet been 
redeented.

ACCOMMODATION in Tiberias 
is far beyond what one would ex- 
pect from a town of 30,000, even if it 
does have a 2,000-year-old tradition 
of hospitality.

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Israel-Mexico cottonseed project

NEW YORK — As improbable as it 
may seem, the jeans Mexicans 
wear and the tortillas served at their 
lunches may come from the same 
farm crop. The process developed 
by Milouot, an industrial complex 
near Haifa, owned by kibbutzim in 
Western Galilee, has been in- 
troduced into Mexico through an 
exclusive contract 19 produce 
protein-rich flour and refined cook- 
ing oil made from coitonseeds, 


For almost 40 years experiments 
have been conducted around the 
globe, particularly in the U.S., try- 
ing to sulvage that part of the cotton 
plant not used for fibres, With that 
“waste” scientists thought they 
vould produce substances to help 
meet the growing need for human 
and animal food. 


In 1973 Isrnel advanced cx- 
perimeatation to full-scale in- 
dustrial production, manufacturing 
cuoking oil and enriched flour, meal 
for cattle as weil as the millrun and 
second cut lints — alt from cotton, 
NAFINSA, the Mexican National 


Development Bank, sent represen- 
tatives to Israel to investigate bring- 
ing Israeli technology to Mexico to 
meet the soaring food demands of 
Mexico's 67 million inhabitants. 

“The idea of extracting multiple 
benefits from a single plant which 
grows abundantly in Mexico, and at 
the same time diversifying the coun- 
try’s sources of nutrients, was very 
appealing to us and to the national 
development programme es- 
tablished by the government.” Thus 
wrote Antonio Aguirre Quintana, 
NAFINSA's project manager for 
the cottonseed operation, in a 
monthly published by the National 
Council of Science and Technology 
of Mexico in New York. 

Mexico could learn from Israel, 
how to produce more food from its 
existing limited sources, he said, 
Careful study revealed the similarity 
in climate and soil between Israel's 

cotton producing regions near 
Haifa and those in Mexico's 
Sonoran Valley. The cotton itself 
probably shares similar traits. 

Mexico produces some 800,000 
bales of cotton a year, with 50,000 
tons of cottonseed. Using the Israeli 


technology, NAFINSA experts es-- 


timate that Mexico will be able to 
produce more than 8,500 tons of un- 
refined cooking oil and 24,000 tons 
of 50 per-cent enriched flour for 
animal feed from cottonseeds. This 


would be in addition to 6,000 tons of 


60 per-cent onelched four for 
human consumption. 


Sonora cotton farmers and the 
state government are very in- 
terested in the process, and 
FOMIN, the national industriat 
development fund, offered as- 
sistance. NAFINSA, as middleman, 
negotiated the investment agree- 
ment with Milouot. 


The ten-year contract calls for 
Israeli transfer of technology used 
in the cottonseed-to-flour process 


and assistance from Israeli techni- 


cians in research update, 
Milouot, in return, receives 
toyalties from the sale of cottonseed 
to the newly-formed company, 
Proteimex. 

At the outset cottonseed flour 
and cooking oil production will 


supply 19 per-cent Of the total.

The shortage of skilled workers in 
industry has led many plants to take 
on unskilled workers and give them 
on-the-job training. This was 
revealed in a survey last month of 
the manpower needs of industry, 
which showed openings for 582 
parker 77 skilled and 505 unskil- 
led. 

The survey was conducted in a 
sample of 62 plants in various in-

MEDICAL COMMONSENSE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


— The health minis 
nye a sigorour id ἔρος 


gab Tuggle against a terminally ill 
€ancer patient who wanted to 
violate the then existing regulations 
by using a drug not yet 
demonstrated to be safe and effec- 
tive. This “triumph” underscored 
the boundless capacity of some 
bureaucrats to cling to the status 
quo, the “regulations,” and to spurn 
common Sense. 

There are, of course, many good 
reasons why medicines should be 
regulated und subjected to careful 
Screening before being opened to 
the lay public. Toxic drugs, 
fraudulent nostrums, and inellec- 
tive compounds can thus be con- 
trolled, and the lay public protect- 
ed. Even in the context af term- 
inally ill patients, there are 
hazards that nostrums would dis- 
tract from more reliable treatments, 
or would cause effects which would 
Shorten ar worsen the patient's 
temaining life spun. 

But once a competent medicul 


iiutherily cerlifics thut conventional 
treatments have-been tried and 
failed, that the patient's condition is 
terminal, und that the patient has 
been fully informed of (he unproven 
nature of a recommended com- 
pound, common sense dictules that 
the physician be authorized to use 
sound medical judgment and to ad- 
minister the compound. And if the 
existing regulations don't make 
allowance for such cuses, the chief 
administrator ~ whose function is 
lo apply the regulations in ἃ sensi- 
ble, professional manner — should 
authonze an exception. For an ex- 
ception in these circumstances is 
fully consistent with the purpose 
und the spirit of the regulations as a 
whole, And the exception can he 
sullienly limited and denned to 
prevent αὶ widescule or unprincipled 
circumvention of the regulations.

ALLEN GINZBERG'S 
ANTI-ISRAEL SLURS

Sir, — As an old admirer of Allen 
Ginzberg's anti-war songs in the six- 
ties, 1 enthusiastically went to hear 
fis ConverL reading of poetry at the 
University of Peansylvania 
Museum, on January 29, The con- 
cert/reading was given for the 
benefit of the Buddhist sect 
Ginzberg belongs to now. 

However, early in his presenta- 
tion, 1 was disappointed to find out 
that what has replaced the anti-war 
content of the sixties is meagre and 
not convincing either artistically or 
otherwise. Especially displeasing 
were the repeated slurs on Ssrael 
and the Israelies. “The Israelis are 
Nazis,” is a line which Ginzberg 
repeated in various forms and sang 
with much gusto, 

Peter Orlovsky, imitating 
Ginzberg in tone and content, but 
with markedly less authenticity and 
talent, sang about the poor Palesti- 
nian who had lost his coffee shop in 
Israel. “Give him back his coffee- 
shop!" Orlovsky sang hysterically at 
the top of his voice. Doesn't he 
know that there were more coffee- 
shops, and all kinds of other shops 
and stores and property that 
belonged to the Jews in Arab lands, 
which were confiscated by the 
Arabs when they banished the Jews 
(rom the Arab countries, starting 
1948, than property left behind by 
the Palestinians when they fled 


. Israel following the irresponsible 


advice of their Mufti at that time? I 
myself was one of those Jews. Born 
and brought up In Egypt, U had to 
leave Cairo with my family in 1949, 
and all our property was confiscated 
by the-Bgyptian government, There 
were nearly a million Jows evicted 
fram the Arab countries, with only 
their shirts-on their backs. 

Israel is now in a process of talks 
with Egypt on autonomy and a set- 
tlement for the Palestinians. Has 
anybody talked about reparations 


. for the Jews from the Arab Lands?
